And if the repub- 
lican party considers tlie southern vote 
worth having including its representa- 
tives—let them have white local govern- 
ment promised without federal interfer- 
ence, backed up by something that will 
secure their confidence. And what bet- 
ter security can they give than to nomi- 
nate a southern man for vice president? 
Then the New York Herald will have a 
southerner on the next presidential 
ticket. And furthermore, the republican 
party will become the roling party of the 
«country, and there will be no more po- 
litical differences in the south. But as 
it is, the republican party is throwing 
away à vote which it can have almost for 
the mere asking. Of course, there are 
some who wili object, but these are the 
old fogies of both sections of the coun- 
try. The new south as dissimilar 
from the anti-bellum south as the French 
is from the German, and while the old 
south was antagonistic to the north or 
ihe Union, it is now reversed. People 
who have never been south cannot real- 
ize this, and judge only by the missils 
they see flying at the distance.

Within the 
upper circle was written, “The gospel of mole- 
cular regeneration is the gospel that will re- 
deem mankind.” while in. the left hand circle 
appeared the name Michael Moraday. and in 
the right circle was the name of Tom Paine.

The science of man is the key to 


knowledge of nature. All nature is be- 
low man and hence man is the highest 
endowment of nature. To study man is 
to study nature. It is not for us of the 
present day to disturb ourselves with the 
metaphysics of the old philosophers, but 
to look well to the solving of the prob- 

Jems which come up in our every day life. 

After thousands of years of speculation 
the fact that everything in nature is nat- 
ural or in obedience to natural low, and 
nothing supernatural is almost univer- 
sally accepted and brought to the front 
in the System of Anthropology, which 
recognizes man as a trinity composed of 
soul, brain and body. 

Soul is the part of the infinite intelli- 
gence which Kant calls the original ego, 
the operator at the instrument, How 
does this soul sense the physical workl, 
is the question which has furnished the 
world with metaphysics for thousands of.
